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How to Start an Orchard 


Select some reliable nurseryman, the closer the better, and tell him just 
what you want. If you are not well posted as to what you want, you had 
betrer always leave the choice of selection to the nurseryman than to guess 
at what you need. Select a GOOD piece of land—not some old hillside, but 
a good piece of land that will grow your trees. Prepare your land as for 
wheat and lay off your rows the distance you want to plant your trees and 
dig the holes deeper than necessary, and also larger, and throw some loose, 
rich top soil in bottom of hole; then set the tree in and pack the soil firmly 
around it. Try and imitate nature and get the tree set as firmly as when it 
stood in the nursery, and you will have no trouble in getting trees to live. 


Trim every limb off of your peach trees and cut back to 20 inches high 
from the ground. Apple, pear and other fruits should have the branches cut 
back about one-half. The best rule is good common sense, and you will 
succeed. The orchard should be cultivated in low-growing crops, such as 
cowpeas, tobacco, potatoes and such crops. Always prune with knives and 
never with cows, calves, mules and goats. Spray your trees, and your fruit 
will be the talk of the country.
